1953’s Big Problem (Water Shortage) Still With Ohio 


COLUMBUS, Ohio WPv-The big­ 
gest problem^ to many Ohioans dur­ 
ing 1953 was neither the cold war 
or Communists in government but 
.mply where to net enough water. 
9 And the problem is still with us. 
Ted 
Pierce, 
Weather 
Bureau 
chief at Columbus, says toe rain­ 
fall deficit for 1953 amounted to 
9.46 inches here. The Columbus 
average generally is close to the 
average for the ertire state. Nor­ 
mal rainfall for oi , #<year is 37.88 
inches. Columbus got 28.42 inches. 
In the next 30 days, says Pierce, 
normal precipitation should bring 


a little more than 3 inches. But 
v’ith the ground as dry as it is 
Pierce says he doesn’t think any­ 
thing less than 4 inches will begin 
to recharge the low water re­ 
serves. 
The year 1953 was not the driest 
in history. The lowest annual rain­ 
fall ever recorded here was 21.60 
ii ehes in 1930, and there were 4 
other years with less rainfall than 
there was last year: 1901 with 
26.53; 1903 , 28.14; 1925, 26.87, and 
1934, 22.03. 
But the great increase in indus­ 
trial and residential use of water 


since the last dry spell has ex­ 
aggerated the effects of the recent 
drought, which dates back to the 
fall of 1952. 
Dr. John C. Porterfield, state 
health 
director, 
says 
the wate 
level in 1953 was at an extremely 
low level. 
One thing the drought Las done, 
Dr. Porterfield says, is to give 
“ a pretty strong warning” of what 
could happen in the future. Some 
persons look for increased popula­ 
tion and industry to use twice as 
much water in 1975, the health 
director remarked. 


“ If we’re in this bad shape now’, 
you can imagine what shape we’ll 
be in in 1975,” Dr. Porterfield said. 
Asked to comment on the effects 
of the drought, Dr. Porterfield said 
the 
bad 
odors 
from 
polluted 
streams produced the most obvious 
effects. 
The bad smells brought pollu­ 
tion to the attention of some people 
who had considered streaiihs in 
their areas pure. 
At Canal Fulton on the Tuscar­ 
awas River, fumes from industrial 
waste have turned white house 
paint dark. 


Dr. Porterfield commented that j 
the increased concentration of po­ 
inting matter as a result of the 
drought was general throughout 
most of the state. 
The response from civic leaders 
resulted in plans for or construc­ 
tion of about 31 million dollars in 
treatment facilities for sewage and 
industrial waste. By 1955 D . Port­ 
erfield 
expects 
this 
figure 
to 
double. 
C. A. Gehrig, state director of 
the Farmers Home Administration, 
says he has about 20 applications 
on hand from farmers seeking to 


take advantage of federal disas­ 
ter loans. The low'-in’erest loans 
are available to farmers in 40 
southern Ohi» counties. The loan 
program was set up last month 
after state officials appealed loathe 
Department 
of 
Agriculture 
for 
drought aid. 
Gehrig said many of the loans 
are for development of ponds and 
other 
water 
supply 
elements. 
Others are for money to buy live­ 
stock feed. 
Gehrig said there were “ some

WASHINGTON UPI-The Defense 
Department late today will identify 
498 of 3,856 American soldiers and 
airmen who were officially declar­ 
ed dead at the end of 1953 after 
(J?ey had been listed as missing in 
Korea for at least one year. 
The Army and Air Force started 
notifying next of kin last week and 
by Saturday all of the presumed 
dead will be identified. 
The first public list contains IO 
Army officers 
and 
398 
enlisted 
men. 
The Army has prepared five 
more lists. The Air Force and the 
Marine Corps have one each. The 
*«st will be made public Friday. 
The Army has changed the offi­ 
cial status of 3,372 missing men, 
the Air Force of 256 and the Mar­ 
ine Corps of 228. 
The Navy plans no such mass 
action, but has been acting in in 
dividual cases after the lapse of 
a year without information that 
the serviceman might still be alive. 
Since the 
fighting 
ended 
last 
summer the Navy has listed as 
lead 34 of the 103 men who had 
%*en reported missing. 
The Army and Air Force action 
at year’s end raised to 30,350 the 
battle death toll in Korea. 
At the same time, the roster of 
missing has been reduced to 3,856. 
Eventually these, too, will be de­ 
clared legally dead unless infor­ 
mation turns up otherwise. 
Pay and allowances of missing 
servicemen end as soon as they 
j se listed as dead, but their bene­ 
ficiaries are entitled to any pay 
that has accumulated. 
Beneficiaries also will receive 
lump-sum payments equivalent to 
six months base pay.

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Reds Need 10 More Years 
For Soviet Internal Plan

Editor’s Note: In articles last 
veek, William L. Ryan reported 
on his observations while touring 
Russia. Today, he relates how 
the program the Soviet govern­ 
ment has charted for itself may 
hold hope for the West.

The Soviet Union needs at least 
IO years to get its “two to three 
g e a r s ’’ internal development pro­ 
gram on a firm foundation. In this 
fact lies perhaps the world’s great­ 
est hope for peace that w ill last. 
In that IO years, there is reason 
to expect, Moscow will avoid any 
risk of involvement in a major 
world conflict, even while attemp­ 
ting to hold its gains outside its 
borders. But with the many dilem­ 
mas and contradictions facing the 
^soviet Union, with its present trend 
.if 
development, 
anything 
can 
happen. 
Much of the Soviet Union today 
is like the America of the turn of 
the century, flexing its muscle. In 
today’s world its development is 
likely to be swifter. But it faces 
years of road building, home build­ 
ing, machine production and trans­ 
port development. The greatest ob­ 
stacle in its way is the bureau­ 
c ra c y built up by the Communist 
'-party under Stalin. In order to ap­ 
proach 
successes promised, 
the 
government 
of 
Premier 
Georgi 
Malenkov will have to wield a 
willing knife against the red tape. 
There is no end of confidence 
being expressed, high and lo w - 
real confidence that the job can 
be done. Soviet people are looking 
anxiously but demandingly to Mos­ 
cow and the “ new government.” 
Some diplomats think it possible 
' "♦his government feels it can drain 
off some of the vast expenditures 
for army and armaments energy 
and new powerful weapons. Such a 
course would release much needed 
material and manpower for the 
consumer program. But the atti­ 
tude of the Soviet army, more and 
more a power in today’s Moscow, 
is a big question mark. 
At any rate, the turning inward 
fox which many in the West had 
Eloped seems to be taking place. 
Along with this development comes 
a 
series 
of contradictions 
and 
dilemmas. Here are some: 
1. While avoiding major war, the 
Moscow 
regime 
cannot 
afford 
peace in the non communist sense 
of the word. It has experimented 
and 
found 
it 
still 
needed 
the 
ferocious enemy at the door. 
2. But, while telling the people 
on the one hand that they are 
^threatened by an outside enemy 
armed to the teeth and ready to 
strike, the regime also tells them 
to make more refrigerators and 
* acinim cleaners, household goods 
and clothing, passenger automo­ 
biles and radios. Such propaganda 
could produce skepticism. People 
might logically expect to be told 
they must tighten their belts and 
make weapons if an enemy is at 
the gates. 
3. Having promised the better 
life and advertised it so broadly 
arid constantly, the new regime 
will be obliged to make some sem­ 
blance of a delivery. It no longer 
has the absolute central power of 
the Stalin dictatorship, and its po­ 
lice arm has been weakened by the 
furious blood purge of Laventry 
Bena and the MVD. For the pro­ 
gram to succeed, something must 
give way. Does the U.S S.R. dare 
• decrease its heavy industry pro­ 
duction, its munitions production or 
its armed forces? 
4. The Moscow' regime seems to 
have no intention of giving up its 
hold on that part of the world it 
now dominates. But this continues 
to drain manpower and resources 
needed on the home front. Already 
there is a severe manpower short­ 
age. 
5. The regime seems to have no 
^intention of veering away from its 


policy of supporting Communist 
activities abroad, of encouraging 
chaos and rebellion. Yet, in so do­ 
ing, it increases the danger of open 
conflict which it cannot afford. 
6. W h i l e promising commu­ 
nism, the regime actually is mov­ 
ing away from the Lenist path, 
even as its big neighbor, China, is 
struggling 
toward 
*he 
leninist 
goals. Already there i.^ a vast sec­ 
tor of the Soviet population which 
can be considered middle class 
with private property instincts and 
the determination to pass on to 
following generations what it has 
accumulated. 
The twin calamities of Stalinism 
and World War ll held down the 
economic growth of the vast, rich 
and powerful country. The possibil­ 


ities are all there. Industrialza* 
tion, electrification, mechar^ation 
of agriculture have built a founda- 
tion. In the way stands the bouet 
Communist bureaucracy plus the 
obsession with tremendous mili­ 
tary strength. 
The 
Soviet 
Union built 
great 
factories and electric power proj­ 
ects, canals 
and 
irrigation net­ 
works under Stalin. But it neglect­ 
ed the consumer side of the econ­ 
omy. This could prove an Achilles 
heel in any international test of 
strength, as it almost did in the 
last war. 
In order to give the country the 
resiliency to withstand a shock ot 
major proportions, the collective 
regime 
under 
Malenkov 
must 
strengthen this weak link. But in 


so doing, it builds a threat to the 
Communist 
party. 
The 
middle 
class, 
acquiring 
more 
of 
the 
world’s goods, will have more to 
lose’ by the threat of war. 
In I 
acquiring more it will demand I 
more. The middle class has little 
in common with revolutionary Bol­ 
shevism and little taste for throw­ 
ing away its gains for the glory 
of the World Revolution. 
There is still another factor. Al­ 
though there is vast ignorance on 
tin part of the Soviet people about 
the Western world, the barriers 
already have been pierced. In or­ 
der to take advantage of Western 
methods, it has been necessary for 
the Soviet Union to expose a large 
number of educated 
persons 
to 
Western influences. Evidences that 
the Soviet Union copies American 
ways can be seen on the streets of 
any Soviet city. 
AU these things add up to hope 
for the world—hope that the pres­ 
ent state of war without guns will 
gradually develop into something 
resembling peace.

Strokes Can Afflict th e Yo u n g 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
YOUNG persons below the age 
of fifty can, and do, have brain 
hemorrhages, or strokes. It is no 
longer considered solely an oc­ 
currence of old age. 
The most common cause is a 
weakness of one of the blood ves­ 
sels or arteries of the brain. With 
the weakness, there is a balloon­ 
ing out of part of the blood ves­ 
sel. This ballooned portion may 
eventua lly break, most often after 
some episode of stra in or ex cite­ 
m ent, with resulta nt 
bleeding 
into the brain. 
Severity Varies 
Rupture of the blood vessel can 
be so severe as to cause the per­ 
son to fa ll into unconsciousness, 
or it may be quite mild with only 


However, these pa tients are now 
put a t rest for m any weeks until 
all signs of hemorrhage ha ve 
ceased. 
Then specia l X-ra y s of the blood 
vessels are taken in order to loca l­ 
ize the weak point, or the point 
where the aneury sm, as it is 
known medically , is present. 
Surgical Procedure 
Once the weak point is located, 
the phy sicia n can tie off either 
the large blood vessel tha t leads 
into the bleeding vessel or the 
out-pocketing portion of the blood 
vessel. 
In most insta nces, the pa tient 
can resume a normal life once 
this surgical procedure ha s been 
a ccomplished. Those in the age 
group under fifty , and in good 
sm a ll a m ounts of blood leaking phy sical condition, have a rea- 
into the brain substance. In many 
insta nces the episode will not be 
too severe, and the person will 
ha ve only the sy mptoms of severe 
hea da che and stiffness of the 
neck. 
A person suffering from these

DIET AND HEALTH 


Strokes Can Afflict the Young 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
YOUNG persons below the age 
of fifty can, and do, have brain 
hemorrhages, or strokes. It is no 
longer considered solely an oc­ 
currence of old age. 
The most common cause is a 
weakness of one of the blood ves­ 
sels or arteries of the brain. With 
the weakness, there is a balloon­ 
ing out of part of the blood ves­ 
sel. This ballooned portion may 
eventually break, most often after 
some episode of strain or excite­ 
m ent, with resultant 
bleeding 
into the brain. 
Severity Varies 
Rupture of the blood vessel can 
be so severe as to cause the per­ 
son to fall into unconsciousness, 
or it may be quite mild with only 
sm all amounts of blood leaking 
Into the brain substance. In many 
instances the episode will not be 
too severe, and the person will 
have only the sym ptom s of severe 
headache and stiffness of the 
neck. 
A person suffering from these 
symptoms should be hospitalized 
Immediately 
under 
a 
doctor’s 
care. 
The physician can help 
make his diagnosis by sticking a 
needle into the spinal canal and 
exam ining the withdrawn spinal 
fluid. If it is bloody, this type of 
hemorrhage is often present. 
Improved Outlook 
The outlook for cure of this 
disease, at one time, was hopeless. 


However, these patients are now 
put at rest for m any weeks until 
all signs of hemorrhage have 
ceased. 
Then special X -rays of the blood 
vessels are taken in order to local­ 
ize the weak point, or the point 
where the aneurysm, as it is 
known medically, is present. 
Surgical Procedure 
Once the weak point is located, 
the physician can tie off either 
the large blood vessel that leads 
into the bleeding vessel or the 
out-pocketing portion of the blood 
vessel. 
In most instances, the patient 
can resume a normal life once 
this surgical procedure has been 
accomplished. Those in the age 
group under fifty, and in good 
physical condition, have a rea­ 
sonable chance to recover from 
this type of stroke and the ensu­ 
ing surgery, and have long, active, 
useful lives. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
Mrs. J. P.: What causes foul 
breath odor in a boy of sixteen?

cause of foul breath in this age 
group is a chronic tonsil infec­ 
tion. Poor dental hygiene or some 
form of nasal disorder may also 
be at fault.

Mrs. Given told the legend of the 
•lovable character, Johnny Apple- 
seed. Well known as he is, very 
few people know that his real name 
was John Chapman and that he 
was a great naturalist and philos- 
opher of the open trails. There was 
not a farm house or cabin from 
Marietta up Duck Creek V a l l e y 
through the central and western 
part of the State mat was not visit­ 
ed by Johnny sometime during his 
lifetime. 
He was the first to see the need 
of planting orchards on the fron­ 
tier to supplement the meager 
diets of game and corn so preva­ 
lent among the early settlers. He 
% 4 gathered his seeds from the cider 
mills of Pennsylvania, taking them 
down the river to Marietta, a n d 
from there on his back up the 
trails of Ohio. 
In his travels, Johnny never car­ 
ried a weapon of any kind. He nev­ 
er knew fear of wild animals, they 
were all his friends, and the In­ 
dians never offered to harm him. 
With all his heart, Johnny believed 
that God had sent him forth to 
* preach the gospel of Love and to 
plant his appleseeds. A monument 
in Ashland commemorates the life 
of this, the best known individual 
of pioneer times. 
Mrs. Given told of other charac­ 
ters who played a role in the early 
history of Ohio and whose deeds 
have since become legends. Among 
these was Annie Oakley, whose im­ 
mortality was gained through her 
skillful use of a rifle. She w a s 
- 
born in Greenville in 1860. 
As a child she helped her widow­ 
ed mother to feed her family by 
shooting quail for Dayton and Cin­ 
cinnati hotel menus. To bring 
a 
higher selling price for her birds, 
she learned to kill the quail by put­ 
ting one shot through their heads. 
Through her marksmanship she 
met Frank Butler, whom she later 
married. They travelled in Amer­ 
ica and Europe with Buffalo Bill’s 
Wild West Show. Sitting Bull, chief 
4 * of the Sioux, adopted her into his 
tribe and named her “ Little Sure 
Shot.” 
Lorenzo Dow was known as the 
Evangelist of the Winderness, ac­ 
cording to Mrs. Given. He was a 
Methodist and one of the most fa­ 
mous preachers who ever rode or 
walked 
the 
pioneer 
trails. 
He 
preached for the Methodist church 
for a period of forty years, during 
which he traveled more than 200,- 
q OOO miles. 
Delia Salter Bacon w as a woman 
whose strong ideas began an argu­ 
ment which still goes on among 
thousands of,.persons who n e v e r 
heard of her. Born near Akron in 
1811, she was a teacher, lelturer 
and author. 
Shakespeare’s works were her fa­ 
vorite reading matter, but she con­ 
ceived the idea that they had really 
been written by Francis B a c o n . 
0 Her book on the subject was never 
" published, and she died in 1859, for­ 
gotten, but the Baconian theory 
still has many believers. 
Mrs. Given told of “ The Immor­ 
tal J. N.” , another Ohioan, w h o 
rode the trains, free, and piled up 
more mileage than Johnny Apple- 
seed. Jacob Newman Free w a s 
born in Tiffin and at the heighth of 
a brilliant career, suffered a stroke 
which affected his mind and from 
w'hich he never recovered. He be- 
^ came a kindly, harmless vagabond, 
riding trains everywhere. No con­ 
ductor ever asked J. N. for a fare. 
At the age of 80, he was taken be­ 
fore a court in Upper Sandusky and 
declared insane. 
The 
immortal 
J. N. was taken to a Toledo asylum 
to die. 
And so the story goes—there 
were many of these characters — 
soldiers, 
philosophers, ministers, 
spies, baseball players, teachers, 
doctors, river men and women, 
show people, humanitarians, Indian 
fighters, naturalists—all of t h e m 
rugged individualists. These, and 
many more like them, are remark­ 
able people who have given Ohio, 
and the nation, a fascinating leg­ 
endary keritage.

cussed by Mrs. Given in her paper ! 
were closely interwoven with the I 
early history of Onio. She stated 
that in the introduction of Samuel 
Harden Stille’s, “ Ohio Builds a Na- 
_ tion,” Lonsdale Green writes that 
more famous men and w o m e n 
have come out of Ohio, and espe- I 
dally one southeastern section of j 
the State, than from any area o fj 
similar 
size 
in 
the 
forty-eight ; 
states. 
Mrs. Given told the legend of the 
•lovable character, Johnny Apple- 
seed. Well known as he is, very 
few people know that his real name 
was John Chapman and that he 
was a great naturalist and philos- 
opher of the open trails. There was 
not a farm house or cabin from 
Marietta up Duck Creek V a l l e y 
through the central and western 
part of the State mat was not visit­ 
ed by Johnny sometime during his 
lifetime. 
He was the first to see the need 
of planting orchards on the fron­ 
tier to supplement the meager 
diets of game and corn so preva­ 
lent among the early settlers. He 
% 4 gathered his seeds from the cider 
mills of Pennsylvania, taking them 
down the river to Marietta, a n d 
from there on his back up the 
trails of Ohio. 
In his travels, Johnny never car­ 
ried a weapon of any kind. He nev­ 
er knew fear of wild animals, they 
were all his friends, and the In­ 
dians never offered to harm him. 
With all his heart, Johnny believed 
that God had sent him forth to 
^ preach the gospel of Love and to 
plant his applesecds. A monument 
in Ashland commemorates the life 
of this, the best known individual 
of pioneer times. 
Mr*. Given told of other charac­ 
ters who played a role in the early 
history of Ohio and whose deeds 
have since become legends. Among 
these was Annie Oakley, whose im­ 
mortality was gained through her 
skillful use of a rifle. She w a s 
- 
born in Greenville in 1860. 
^ 
As a child she helped her widow­ 
ed mother to feed her family by 
shooting quail for Dayton and Cin­ 
cinnati hotel menus. To bring 
a 
higher selling price for her birds, 
she learned to kill the quail by put­ 
ting one shot through their heads. 
Through her marksmanship she 
met Frank Butler, whom she later 
married. They travelled in Amer­ 
ica and Europe with Buffalo Bill’s 
Wild West Show. Sitting Bull, chief 
4s of the Sioux, adopted her into his 
tribe and named her “ Little Sure 
Shot.” 
Lorenzo Dow was known as the 
Evangelist of the Winderness, ac­ 
cording to Mrs. Given. He was a 
Methodist aud one of the most fa­ 
mous preachers who ever rode or 
walked 
the 
pioneer trails. 
He 
preached for the Methodist church 
for a period of forty years, during 
which he traveled more than 200,- 
0 OOO miles. 
Delia Salter Bacon was a woman 
whose strong ideas began an argu­ 
ment which still goes on among 
thousands oripersons who n e v e r 
heard of her. Born near Akron in 
1811, she was a teacher, lelturer 
and author. 
Shakespeare’s works were her fa­ 
vorite reading matter, but she con­ 
ceived the idea that they had really 
been written by Francis B a c o n . 
0 Her book on the subject was never 
published, and she died in 1859, for­ 
gotten, but the Baconian theory 
still has many believers. 
Mrs. Given told of “ The Immor­ 
tal J. N.” , another Ohioan, w h o 
rode the trains, free, and piled up 
more mileage than Johnny Apple- 
seed. Jacob Newman Free w a s 
born in Tiffin and at the heighth of 
a brilliant career, suffered a stroke 
which affected his mind and from 
which he never recovered. Ile be- 
came a kindly, harmless vagabond, 
riding trains everywhere. No con­ 
ductor ever asked J. N. for a fare. 
At the age of 80, he was taken be­ 
fore a court in Upper Sandusky and 
declared 
insane. 
The immortal 
J. N. was taken to a Toledo asylum 
to die. 
And so the story 
goes—there 
were many of these characters — 
soldiers, 
philosophers, ministers, 
spies, baseball players, teachers, 
^ doctors, river men and women, 
show people, humanitarians, Indian 
fighters, naturalists—all of t h e m 
rugged individualists. These, and 
many more like them, are remark­ 
able people who have given Ohio, 
and the nation, a fascinating leg­ 
endary keritage.

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Saxbe Says Out-Of-State Truckers 


Must Pay Way By Axle-Mile Tax

To the readers: The Herald, in 
its preceding issue, carried the 
first portion of a statement 
in 
which William Saxbe, speaker of 
the Ohio House of Representa­ 
tives, 
warns 
that 
a 
powerful 
truck lobby and allied elements 
are gathering their full force in 
an effort to compel Ohio to with­ 
draw its axle-mile tax. 
The levy, passed by the last 
session of the legislature, is bas­ 
h e d on the mileage covered 
by 
each 
truck _ of three axles or 
more, 
payments to 
be 
made 
through the tax commissioner of 
the state. It represents a 
k e y 
unit in Ohio's planning for high­ 
way improvements — a program 
of particular importance to Pick­ 
away County. 
In the opening sections of his 
statement, Saxbe explains three 
major divisions of tax structure 
.involved: “ First structure” , the 
'^gallonage tax on gasoline; “ sec­ 
ond structure", the license plate 
tax; “third structure” , the axle- 
mile levy. He also tells how Ohio, 
by 
its 
geographical 
location, 
must demand a 
fair share of 
highway upkeep from out-of-state 
truckers. And how foes of the 
axle-mile levy threaten to de­ 
stroy inter-state reciprocity on li­ 
cense plates unless Ohio retreats 
from the new tax. 
t* 
The concluding portion of Sax* 
be’s statement follows: 
“ This ‘third structure’ 
mileage 
tax is more important to Ohio than 
most states because our develop­ 
ment shows more mileage by out- 
of-state truckers than by domestic 
truckers, important and large as 
they are. Therefore, unless the mo­ 
torists of Ohio should assume the 
entire burden of our new roads we 
urns' have out-of-state trucks pay 
^ h e i r way. 
“ We cannot assume it would be 
equitable to tax an Ohio truck one 
cent per mile and let a Kentucky 
truck go free, because then indeed 
we would have a real threat of our 
truckers moving to Kentucky. This 
threat has been made repeatedly 
in an effort to gain publicity in the 
conspiracy to wreck the new law. 
‘ 
• 
* * 
g “ IS IT A real danger? If ‘second 
structure* reciprocity on licensing 
is lost, an out-of-state move would 


only cost the trucker unless 
he 
abandoned all business in Ohio and 
completely avoided the state in in­ 
terstate travel (a most difficult 
feat). 
“ If some Ohio truckers are 
so 
bitter at paying a fair tax as ta 
commit economic suicide by such 
an act, you can be sure there will 
be sufficient fair-minded truckers 
to fill the gap in our fast growing 
industrial state. Boaafidc threats 
of leaving Ohio can come only from 
persons living on the Ohio border 
who have little or no travel in Ohio. 
Certainly Ohio will not see ‘second 
structure’ license plate reciprocity 
knocked out in other states without 
retaliating in kind. 
“It should also be pointed o u t 
that there are many weight, height, 
length and public utility regulations 
by the various states on which no 
reciprocity has ever existed or is 
intended. 
. 
“On seeing the present tem­ 
pest, one can only wonder why 
it is being so aggravated 
a n d 
magnified by the truckers them­ 
selves, to their own obvious dam- I 
age. The reason is this: The 
truckers nationally realize that 
the mileage tax is the only gen­ 
uine threat to their ability to run 
without checkup on mileage, ton- i 
nage and gross income, and that 
only under it are they taxed in a 
manner directly related to their 
use of the highway. 
“ A mileage tax 
in Ohio is 
a 
threat to truckers in all states, for 
if it works as planned it will be 
sure to follow' in the other states, j 
as already recommended by 
the 
National Governors conference. 
“ Ohio citizens are not aware, 
however, of the tremendous power 
and resources of the truck lobbies 
in Ohio and other states. The leg­ 
islature of Illinois enacted a ‘third 
structure’ tax in 1951 in spite of 
strong truck lobby opposition. But 
the truckers had the last word, for 
they embarked on such a conspir­ 
acy to break the law as has been 
seldom observed in this country. 
•

“TRUCKS WERE kept off the 
roads, payment of tax avoided and 
endless litigation stirred up. A new 
legislature in 1953 buckled under to 
the powerful lobby 
and 
repealed 


! he law, salvaging, however, a part 


I of the revenue. 
“ The sam e plan is being attempt- 
I ed here in Ohio. The 100th General 
Assembly 
had 
the 
fortitude 
to 
stand up to an overconfident and 
poorly m anaged truckers g r o u p 
, and pass a mileage tax that finally 
gave the average motorist of Ohio 
a fair shake. Now, assisted by sim ­ 
ilar and more successful out-of- 
state groups, truckers return to do 
by indirection and threats—through 
subservient persons in other states 
—that which they could not do in 
the last session of the Ohio Legis­ 
lature. 


I 
“ They will surely try to dominate 
the legislature of Ohio as they did 
so successfully in Illinois. It also 
seems apparent they will try to fo­ 
ment a phony strike of union driv­ 
ers and owner-drivers in Ohio by 
i telling the driver he must pay the 
tax when in fact he has received 
no money for such payment. 
“ This is a tactic similar to one 
used successfully in Illinois, tine in­ 
tent of which is to make collection 
of the tax nearly impossible, idle 
the trucks and fill the courts with 
endless suits. 
“ Many Ohio truck companies, 
including some of the largest, are 
willingly cooperating with t h e 


I 
collection of the new tax without 
j complaint or evasion. And t h e 
actions of the conspiring truckers 
embarrass them. 
“ These complying truckers re ­ 
port the tax as fair and collectable, 
realizing that better highways will 
1 benefit them in the long run. It is 
regretable that these truckers will 
also be hurt by the actions of the 
bitter ones who are pulling their 
houses down about them. 
“ If the Governor is firm in the 
enforcement of this law, I am con- 
I fident that this legislature will see 
through the evasive gymnastics of 
the conspiring group and stick to 
their guns. The people of Ohio, es­ 
pecially the average m o t o r i s t , 
must, however, be informed of the 
problem, be eternally vigilant and 
support those members of the Leg­ 
islature who are taking the brunt 
of the attack.”

The withholding tax, from this 
standpoint, has been an instrum ent 
of evil because it is a device 
to 
make some taxpayers less con­ 
scious of the cost of taxes to them. 
It encourages strikes because the 
take-home pay is less than the an­ 
ticipated amount and therefore dis­ 
appointing 
Such taxpayers, 
in- 
stead of blaming the politicians for 
depriving them of a large p art of 
their incomes, blame the employers 
and demand more. As the employ­ 
ers pay more, the prices of com­ 
modities go upward and the value 
of the dollar diminishes. As t h e 
value of the dollar diminishes, the 
economy goes out of kilter, 
con­ 
trols have to be established, 
in­ 
creasing numbers of bureaucrats to 
be hired, and taxes go upward. 
This vicious 
circle is 
what 
is 
gradually bringing upon us an eco­ 
nomic recession which could move 
into a deep depression in a period 
of inflation. Thus far, the Eisen­ 
hower Administr »tion has by 
no 
means met the challenge of this 
problem, although we are assured 
that the forthcoming m essages of 
the President to Congress will pro­ 
pose some cures. 
It will be interesting to n o t c, 
when the time comes, whether the 
reforms will be a drastic approach 
th a basic problem or a palliative 
in an election year. If the former. 
it could save our economy; if the 
latter, it will prolong an unfortu­ 
nate process.

Judge W. G. Gayle 
empaneled the grand jury, charged 
it, and sent it to the grand jury 
room. Then he swore in the petit 
jury for the week. 
He called for the civil docket, 
but no cases were listed. 
The grand jury foreman report­ 
ed: “ We know of no violation of 
criminal laws in McMullen County 
in the past six months. We there­ 
fore ask the grand jury be dis­ 
missed.” . 
Judge Gayle dismissed the grand 
jury, the petit jury, compliment­ 
ed the county on its law-abiding 
citizenship and went home to Bee­ 
ville.
